The  Committee  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  to  all 
who  have  so  generously  subscribed  to  the  funds,  and  also  to 
those  who  have  assisted  in  collecting  or  raising  money. 

During  the  year  we  have  increased  our  collections  to¬ 
wards  the  proposed  extensions  which  were  reported  in  1945, 
viz.,  Children’s  Ward  and  Massage  Dept.  The  Nurses’  Home 
has  now  been  completed. 


Our  President,  Mrs.  David  Levi,  has  been  untiring  in  her 
efforts  for  the  Hospital  and  has  realised  a  large  sum  during 
the  year  from  bazaar,  etc. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  is  now  on  the  Statute 
Book  and  the  date  when  the  Government  is  to  take  over  the 
hospitals  has  been  fixed  for  April  1st,  1948. 

The  Committee  of  Management  decided  that  whatever 
decision  was  eventually  made  by  the  Government  they  would, 
in  the  meantime,  continue  to  do  everything  possible  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  interests  of  Patients  and  maintain  efficiency  in  the 
services  rendered  by  the  Hospital  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 
It  is  in  this  spirit  that  the  good  work  of  the  Hospital  will  be 
continued  in  the  future,  and  it  is  hoped  that  our  many  friends 
will  continue  their  support.  It  is  felt  that  these  efforts  will 
assuredly  be  blessed  with  the  success  they  so  richly  deserve. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  -wish  to  express  their 
thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  work  of  Hon.  Consultants, 
Medical  Staff,  Matron  and  Nurses,  Ladies’  Sewing  Party, 
Ladies’  Linen  League,  the  Townswomen’s  League,  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  Carnival  Committee,  and  all  concerned 
with  the  administration  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

II.  FINANCE 

We  regret  we  must  commence  this  statement  with  the 
report  of  the  death  of  our  Treasurer,  Mr.  L.  N.  Brown,  M.A. 

Mr.  Brown  took  over  the  duties  of  Treasurer  on  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  R.  Pears,  and  speedily  proved  a  happy  choice  for 
this  position.  His  attention  to  the  work  involved  was  un¬ 
remitting,  and  extended  to  all  activities  of  the  Hospital. 

On  the  outbreak  of  War  he  went  with  St.  Paul’s  School,  of 
which  he  was  Senior  Science  Master,  to  Bracknell,  Berks,  but 
though  the  day  to  day  work  was  left  to  others,  he  continued 
to  take  a  lively  interest  in  our  work  by  correspondence  and 
frequent  visits.  He  looked  forward  to  again  taking  over  the 
duties  of  Treasurer,  and  carried  on  with  failing  health  until 
his  unexpected  and  untimely  death. 

Our  Hospital  from  its  inception  has  been  fortunate  in  a 
succession  of  hard-working  voluntary  officials,  of  whom  Mr. 
Brown  was  not  the  least.  He  leaves  a  gap  which  will  not  be 
easy  to  fill,  and  our  deepest  sympathy  is  extended  to  Mrs. 
Brown  and  his  familv. 

Once  again  the  paper  shortage  precludes  us  from  publishing 
the  lists  of  Subscribers,  Donors  and  Box  Holders.  W e  shall 
be  pleased  to  give  any  information  to  inquirers  through 


Matron  during  the  usual  visiting  hours. 

Reference  to  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  will 
show  that  Expenditure  for  1946  was  £320  more  than  last 
year,  whilst  the  Income  was  £1,545  less,  leaving  a  deficit  on 
the  year’s  working  of  £723,  as  against  last  year’s  surplus  of 
£1,139. 

The  variations  in  Income  and  Expenditure  are  shown  on  the 
Income  and  Expenditure  Account.  It  will  be  seen  that  nearly 
every  item  on  the  Income  side  shows  a  decrease,  but  we  hope 
by  special  effort  to  pull  these  up  this  year  to  equal  or  better 
than  last  year. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  licences  were 
granted  during  the  year  for  the  completion  of  the  Nurses’ 
Quarters,  and  these  are  now  in  occupation.  Our  Nurses  now 
have  comfortable  bedrooms,  a  sitting  room  with  radiogram 
installed,  and  other  much-needed  amenities.  It  is  intended  to 
provide  them  with  television  in  the  near  future. 

Turning  to  the  Balance  Sheet,  an  item  of  £1,103  in  Dona¬ 
tions  specially  earmarked  for  Capital  Expenditure  again  re¬ 
flects  the  hard  work  put  in  by  our  President  and  her  numerous 
lady  helpers.  The  chief  item  in  this  amount  is  £971  17s.  8d. 
realised  by  the  Bazaar  in  June  specially  for  the  new  Children’s 
Ward. 

We  should  like  to  mention  individually  all  those  who  have 
contributed  to  maintaining  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  but 
have  to  content  ourselves  with  a  few,  and  trust  those  who  are 
omitted  will  feel  we  appreciate  their  help  none  the  less. 

The  chief  item  lacking  this  year  is  the  proceeds  of  the 
Hospital  Fete,  which  for  various  reasons  could  not  be  held. 
The  arrangements  for  the  1947  Fete,  which  will  be  held  in 
Ravenor  Park  on  August  Bank  Holiday,  are  already  well  in 
hand,  and  we  hope  will  be  successful,  as  in  previous  years. 

On  his  retirement  from  the  Council,  Mr.  W.  A.  Scott,  who 
has  served  on  the  Hospital  Committee  for  many  years,  left 
Hanwell  to  reside  in  Worthing.  In  announcing  his  retire¬ 
ment,  Mr.  Scott  sent  us  £50  from  himself  and  Mrs.  Scott 
towards  equipping  the  Nurses’  Plome,  and  he  included  at  the 
same  time  £10  from  Shakespeare  Road  Fire  Watchers  for  the 
same  purpose.  We  wish  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scott,  long  life  to  enjoy 
their  well-earned  leisure.
